COUNTRY IS PROSPEROUS 


The country Is in a prosperous con- 


dition and despite all the turmoil of 
politics, manufactures, commerce, all 
lines of trade,, the retailing trade is 
active. The stock and bond market re- 
mains In'good condition with 
prices 


very well sustained. Indeed. The only 
flaw in the general prosperity is the de- 
creased net earnings of some of our 
leading railroads, but this is not due 
at all to 'conditions of business, for 
the returns show larger amounts of 
traffic than ever before. 
The defi- 


cits are due to other purposes, prin- 
cipally and mostly because of increas- 
ed operating expenses over which the 
companies evidently have no control. 


The crops have been the largest in 


the history of the country, and'while 
as a result prices may be some lower, 
yet the aggregate must bring in, as It 
will, over ?S,000,000,000 to our tillers 
of the soil. After deducting expenses 
there is going to be left something 
very handsome In the surplus line. 


In an editorial discussing prosperi- 


ty the Christian Science Monitor has 
this to say : 


"In August of this year the gross

CONVICTS FOR ROAD WORK 


There IK an ejtcellent plank in tho 


Republican state platform which calls 
for the abolition of prUon contract la- 
bor, at least it reads that way. It may 
be enforced or not. probably according 
to the strength of the interests that 
will oppose such enactment. The use 
of prison contract labor Is very un- 
just to all honest labor and 
enables 


the few who get the contracts to get 
manufacturing work done at a price 
per day's labor far-below that honest 
labor secures. 
One potent argument 


used in.beh.alf of this hired convict la- 
bor Is that tlte prisoners should pay 
for their keep and that as such must 
not be allowed to rest in their cells in 
Idleness. 


This argument is of poor substance 


because the o.bolition of convict con- 
tract labor vfill work no such evils, 
that Is. provided the state itself util- 
izes this labor which certainly It has. 
the right to do. Several states utilize, 
their convicts in manufacturing goods 
for the use of the state, this being no- 
ticeably so in New York. But far bet- 
ter this Interruption with honest la- 
bor to the extent ot the state making 
up its own needs, than the otHor -way 
by which manufactured prison 
ma<Je; 


goods could be and are sold on'tho- 
market at current 
prices or below, 


enabling contractors to make Immanso 
prortts and thereby injuring free la- 
bor. 
'

Why not, It Is often asked, the stater, 


use its convicts for road work? The. 
state is'now appropriating consider- 
able sums for road improvements say- 
Ing nothing of that being paid out by- 
counties. 
State roads could readily; 


bo mapped out and 
thus "the stato.

lature should so command this
